DES MOINER, la., Feb. 19.—The trial of 


Joseph Kow for the killing of Constable 
Local), in the wholesale drug store of 
Hulbert, Hess & Co., this city, about a 
year ago, resulted yesterday in a verdict 
of guilty of manslaughter. Logan wai 
one of the constables from Valley town- 
ship who had made themselves notorious 
by their manner of seizing liquors and 
conducting 
searches 
against 
alleged 


violators by the prohibitory law. Kow 
was a teamster, employed by the firm 
named. Just 
preceding the 
shooting 


Constable 
Pierce 
stopped 
Row 
on 


the street as he n us hauling n load 
of beer from the cars to 
the store, 


mounted tho seat bosiilo him, put a re 
volver In his faoe and held it there while 
compelling him 
to drive through the 


street niwiv 
from his destination, and 


actual ly took tho boer away from him. 
Several incidents ot this kind incensed 
Row beyond endurance and he accord- 
ingly armed himself. On the evening of 
March 7 Logan entered Hulbert, Hess & 
Co.'s store for the purpose of arresting 
How. 
Without making known his Ident- 


ity he commanded Kow to go with him, 
but wa-i mot with a lofiisal. 
Logan 


reached for his revolver; and Row did 
likewise, proving to bo the quicker of the 
two. 
He fired two or three shots, two of 


which took effect. 
Logan staggered into 


tbe next room and dropped dead, clutch- 
ing his revolver in his right hand, with 
none ot the chambers empty. A change 
of venue was taken to Boone Countv, and 
nt the trial an effort was made to prove 
conspiracy on the part of Hulbort, Hess & 
Co., the claim being made that they armed 
thoir employes purposely to resist the offi- 
cers, and that Kow shot without provoca- 
tion. The defense admitted the killing, 
and plead self-defense. 
The jury were 


out over nighfc. Here in Des Moines the 
verdict is a surprise, nearly every body 
believing and hoping that Row would be 
acquitted.

A BIG OPIUM KING. 


8muffRlin<r Operations Involving Frauds 


Amounting to Hundreds ot Thou- 
sands of Dollars. 


NEW YOKK, Feb. 11).—Collector Magon 


promises that, in a few days he will tak 
action against 
a loral ring of opiun 


smugglers, who for years have been de- 
frauding the Government out of large 
sums of money. Ho was not in a position 
yesterday to" go into particulars, but 
stated readily that the interest attaching 
to the recent seizures of opium on the 
Canadian frontier had paled before the 
developments recently made m tbe opera 
tions of local smugglers. Jast how ex- 
tensive these operations have been, and 
just what firms have been engaged In 
thenv can not nt present be stated; bul 
Mr. Magone said that the importations 
upon which the duty of ten dollars a 
pound has been systematically evaded 
would run up within the last three years 
into b-undreds of thousands of pounds, 
and that investigation has shown that 
one certain -wholesalesa'e drug firm ot 
this city Lad been engaged in the crooked 
business. This he was very sure of. 


The system followed by this very com' 


pretfensive ring was to import the drag In 
bond, take it out of the public stores foi 
exportation, and then ship it to various 
parts of the country, principally San 
Francisco. It was contended that the 
bulk of the opium wa? sent to Havana, 
but communications with the Cuban an- 
thorities have divulged the knowledge 
tbat no such shipments have been made 
to that point. It it known that the ring 
extends to other cities, bnt New York IE 
its head centre. It is possible, however, 
that much important information will be 
oblained in places where the share of the 
operations was small, nnd where the 
confederates will be more likely to squeal 
than the members of the big firms in this 
city. 


Nothing specially new has turned up 


regarding the Gardner seizures in West 
ern New York. Erwin Gardner, the prill' 
clpal offender, has told different stories 
explanatory of his having such large 
quantities of opium in hi'ipossession, anrl 
in all of them he insists that he was ac 
ing for the Government. The alleged Me 
Kesson & Bobbins' label, found upon 
Gardner's packages was examined care- 
fully yesterday in comparison with a 
genuine label, and such points of differ- 
ence were found as made it, seem likely 
that it was a forgery.

A DEADLT? CYCLONE. 


Loss of Life at Mt. Vernon Sunday 


Might.—The Latest. 


While the rain was falling in torrents, 


the lightning flashing and the wind blow- 
ing, Sunday evening in Deeatur, a terri- 
ble cyclone was getting in its deadly work 
in the southern part of Illinois, chiefly at 
Mt. Vernon in Jefferson county. 
Below 


are copies of telegrams received this 
morning telling of the ravages of the mid- 
winter cyclone. 


EvAKSViMiB, led., Feb. 19.—A terrible 


cyclone struck Mt. Vernon, Illinois, be- 
tween 4 nnd 5 p. in., doing great de- 
struction to the town, killing about 30 
persons, and injuring about 200. Engi- 
ueei Cummings is among the killed and 
many of the Louisville & Nashville em- 
ployers are injured. The city is on fire— 
a special with 5 t ngines and physicians 
have been sent from Evansville. 


LATEB. 


The fire is under control at 9 p. m. 


The depot is slightly damaged in roof; 
all frame buildings of round house and 
uliopb, more or lets damaged: roof blown 
off—Fide and end crushed in; store room 
and Wabash office totally wrecked and 
contents damaged—two cabooses turned 
bottom side up; Walsh's house blown 
down. Mr. Walsh is master mechanic of 
the L. & K. railway.

He Will Sight Hard. 


" Charley Hughes, state's attorney for 
Piatt county, Came over from Montioello 
Saturday afternoon, and while here WBB 
seen by a BEPUBHCAN reporter.

Barred Out. 


Pursuant to the report of the state 


board of live stock commissioners, that 
the conditions exist among cattle coming 
to this state from Indian Territory and 
from certain counties in the state of 
Texas; and from the states of Arkansas, 
Tennessee, Louisiana, North Carolina, 
Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia, South 
Carolina and Florida, which renders them 
lable to convey Texas fever to Illinois 
cattle, Governor Oglesby has issued his 
proclamation to take effect March 1,1888, 
prohibiting the importation into this 
state of any cattle from the territory men- 
tioned between the first of March and the 
first of November of each year, unless 
such cattle be placed in quarantine for 
90 days upon their arrival here.
